(State Fed. Release) 

The state AFL’s seven-point positive program for the na- 
tion’s health needs was given to President Truman’s explor- 
ing health commission last week in San Francisco. 

A brief filed by the California State Federation of Labor 
called for adoption of the plan as the best means: of achiev- 
ing a comprehensive national insurance program. 

Keystone of the seven-point AFL 
5 program is development of a na- 
tional system of prepaid public 
heaith insurance. 

The state AFL brief was for- 
mally filed with the President’s 
Commission on the Health Needs 
of the Nation. 


The program is based on federal 
financial assistance and planning 
in coopération with state and local 
units of government. It calls for! 
the following: 


Point 1. Funds for increasing 
the enrollment in schools of medi- 
cine, dentistry, dental hygiene, 
nursing, public health and sanitary 
engineering; for expanding the fa- 
cilities of such schools; and for 
providing scholarships and mainte- 
nance funds to deserving.students 
in these fields. 


Point. 2. The establishment of

The State Federation brief pre- 
sented to the President’s Commis- 
sion also dealt with labor’s concern 
in finding a solution to the health 
problems of the nation and the 
shortcomings of voluntary health 
plans.

In considering- the 1952 changes 
in the Social Security Act, Con- 
gress devoted much attention to 
the problem of people who become 
totally disabled before reaching 
the age of 65, ’ 


A period of disability is just like 
a period of unemployment as far 
as social security is concerned, It 
has the effect of reducing the fu- 
ture social security. benefits. In 
some cases, a long spell of disabil- 
ity may wipe out the future social 
security protection entirely. 

The 1952 amendments to the so- 
cial security law establish the prin- 
ciple that an individual’s social 
security status should be “frozen” 
at the time he becomes perma- 
nently and totally disabled. _ 

This provision would be similar 
to the “waiver of premium” clause 
which is included in many life in- 
surance policies. 

However, this new part of the 
social security law is only tenta- 
tive. Further action will be re- 
quired of Congress before it be- 
comes effective. Congressional lead- 
ers have indicated the subject. will 
be studied in more detail next.year. 

For the present, then, social se- 
curity offices are unable to take 
any action on cases of disability, 
unless the individual is 65 or over,

People in Hock 
$31 Billion 
More in 1951 


Washington (LPA). — For the 
second year in a row, the national 
debt remained unchanged in 1951 
while private, state and local debts 
increased $33,000,000,000, the Com- 
merce Dept. announced Sept. 21. 

Consumer debt rose 3 per cent 
($31,000,000,000), compared with 
.. |20 per cent in 1950. The debt of 
state and local governments 
jumped $2,500,000,000, or 13 per 
cent. 

During the same period, the de- 
partment noted, there was “a gen- 
eral growth in economic activity 
and a record volume of business 
and individual investment.” 

As of Dec. 31, the total of public 
and private debts was $519,000,- 
000,000, of which $277, 000,000,000 
was private and $242,000,000,000 
public. Of the latter, the federal 
debt was $218,700,000,000, exactly 
where it was at the end of 1950. 


LABOR’S PART 
IN MANPOWER 
PLAN PRAISED 


New York City.—Praise for la- 
bor participation in policy decisions 
of the defense manpower program 
was forthcoming from the 71st an- 
nual convention of the American 
Federation of Labor. 


“This system of direct participa- 
tion by worker and employer rep~* 
resentatives in the shaping of our 
manpower policies has become an 
instrument for a truly voluntary 
manpower program,” the AFL said 
in a resolution. 

“At the same time, it has given 
an opportunity for employers and 
unions alike to contribute to the 
national mobilization effort 
through their own institutions.” 

The delegates commended AFL 
representatives who serve on la- 
bor-management committees. They 
expressed hope that the commit- 
tees will effectively guide govern- 
ment agencies concerned and will 
provide a basis for labor-manage- 
ment practices and develop future 
employment opportunities. 

The convention praised the Na- 
tional Labor-Management Man- 
power Policy Committee in Wash- 
ington which has guided the Sys- 
tem of worker and employer rep- 
resentatives on manpower policy 
groups.

The pamphlet undertakes to 
bridge the gap between the “blurb” 
and the “tome,” and to cover tech- 
nical ground without getting too 
bogged down in minute detail. 
While not exactly in the category 
of light summer reading matter, it 
does present a tough subject ina 
fairly digestible form. 


BENEFIT PROVISIONS 

There are 9 chapters, covering 
such questions as “Pension Cost 
Factors,” “Methods of Financing,” 
“Methods of Administering,” “Ben- 
efit Provisions,” and others. No ar- 
bitrary blanket solutions to these 
questions are attempted, nor is 
there any effort to force the un- 
ion pension plan into a single rigid 
mold. Instead, the pamphlet de- 
scribes the fros and cons of vari- 
ous alternative approaches, and 
seeks to provide the. type of infor- 
mation that a union needs in order 
to make its own decision as to the 
approach that will best fit its own 
particular needs and circumstances. 


The discussion is based upon the 
view of the pension plan as a “de- 
ferred wage,” taken, not as a gift 
or gratuity, but as an alternative to 
some other form of compensation 
for services performed. Proceed- 
ing from this view, the pamphlet 
suggests 3 basic principles that 
should be given primary considera- 
tion in setting up a plan. They are: 

1. The plan should be fully

New York City.—The American Federation of Labor asked federal, 
state, and local governments to coordinate their tax systems and urged 
that payment of education, health, and welfare services be given the 
same priority as defense needs, 

“This,” said a resolution adopted by the AFL convention, “may in- 
volve a greater use of the federal taxing power to take care of more 
of the essential needs of states and localities, 

“While the importance of establishing local and state responsibility 


the need for providing reasonably decent services by eliminating sense- 
less competition in the tax field is equally essential.” 

Delegates commended the Executive Council for insisting that taxes 
be based on the ability-to-pay principle fo the greatest possible degree 
for reasons of both fairness and economy. > 

The convention expressed regret that local and state services— 
especially in the fields of health, welfare, and education—are becoming 
increasingly dependent on taxes that are not levied according to the 
ability of people to pay them. :

Daily Press Sat on 
The Nixon Story 
For. Two Days 


Washington (LPA)—The nation’s 
press sat on the Nixon story until 
it could suppress it no longer, a 
; Survey discloses. 

The story first appeared in the 
N.Y. Post, on the streets at 10 a.m., 
Thursday, Sept. 18. The United 
Press carried the story on its wires, 

| quoting the Post. But the N.Y. 
World-Telegrami and Sun, pub- 
lished by Roy Howard, who also 
runs United Press, buried the story, 
The N.Y. Journal-American 
(Hearst) used no story Thursday, 
although it takes UP service. 


The N.Y. Mirror (also’ Hearst) 
did not mention it even the next 
morning. The N.Y. Daily News 
buried the story for two editions 
on Friday. 


The N.Y. Post is a member of 
the Association Press, which en- 
titles the AP to the use of any 
N.Y. Post stories, The AP did not 
pick up the story. Not until Stephen 
Mitchell, Democratic national com- 
mittee chairman, late that after- 
noon issued a statement that Nixon 
ought to get off the GOP ticket, 
did the AP carry anything. It ran 
the Mitchell statement, and fol- 
lowed with a denial by Nixon that 
he had done anything wrong. 


Rumors about the story hit the 
Eisenhower ‘train, but Ike’s press 


comment on any N.Y. Post story,” 
he told reporters, But the fact was 
that the Post story was obtained 
by a Post reporter, by a reporter 
from the Los Angeles Daily News, 
and by a reporter from Reporter 
magazine. The Post story men- 
tioned all three reporters by name, 
The Post story carried extensive 
quotes from Dana Smith, paymas- 
ter of the “private fund,” and 
Smith later admitted the quotes 
were “substantially correct.” (The 
quotes included this one: “Dick did 
what we wanted him to do.”) 

The reporters on the Eisenhower 
train got a second-hand _ version 
from a story in the Des Moines 
Register. They had been getting 
frantic requests from their editors | 
for “comment” but coul@ not get | 
any until they themselves found | 
the story in the Omaha World- 
Herald—on page 57. 

In Los Angeles, Nixon’s home 
town, and the spot he chose to!
